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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because Figures 2-5 each contain non-English (i.e. German) 
text. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should 
not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 14-16 and 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In regard to claim 14, it is indefinite as to exactly what is intended by " between several 
mm to several 10 mm and of a diameter of from several 10Q%n" (i.e. Applicant's use of several 
is awkward). 

In regard to claim 16, it is indefinite as to exactly what is intended by "from several 
degrees to several 10 degrees,... of several 10($n" " (i.e. Applicant's use of several is 
awkward). 
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In regard to claim 18, clear and proper antecedent basis for "the supersaturated" (line 10) 
should be defined. 

In regard to claim 20, it is indefinite as to exactly what is intended by " from several mm 
to several 10 mm and of a diameter of from several lOQityi" (i.e. Applicant's use of several is 
awkward). 

In regard to claim 21, it is indefinite as to exactly what is intended by " to several 10 
degrees" (line 3). 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The Stockel, Hertz et al., McGregor et al., and Petach et al. references pertain to 
droplet dispensers with associated droplet generators. However, none of the prior art of record, 
alone or in combination, teach Applicant's invention of a droplet generator with a heated 
expansion channel in combination with a supersonic nozzle to form super saturated vapor, as 
claimed. 

Claims 9-13 and 17 are allowed. 

Claims 14-16 and 18-21 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
